CENTAURS

Cyclists from as far away as Oxnard 
and National City came to the annual 
Poker Run sponsored by the Norwalk 
Centaurs Motorcycle Club. 

Ken Jones of the Centaurs was re- 
sponsible for reviving the idea of the 
riders earning their trophies.

In view at the moment is my 1966 Triumph TR6SR Highway Trophy 
model. This more docile of the Coventry-brewed forty-inchers is blessed with 
a bounty of torque responsiveness, yet will climb into the three-digit bracket 
on the mph counter with amazing alacrity. 

Transforming this tumultuous teadrinker into a machine that looks as 
good as it runs involved surprisingly little financial outlay. The principle 
ingredients have been personal effort and a thoughtful departure from the 
gaudy display of too much chrome. 

The conservative use of additional chrome plating does not however, 
convert the TR6 into a bike with that eager, *rideeaway" look. The overall 
silhouette has been appreciably tucked in through substituting a narrow 
Triumph Bonneville gas tank for the relatively wide 3%-gallon version that 
comes attached to the bike. There is every possibility that you can do as I 
did and find a Bonneville owner who feels that extra gallon or so in tank 
capacity is going to help him. If so, he’ll doubtless swap tanks with you, 
even up. While you're about it, don't overlook the fact that you'll probably 
also have to trade ignition coils. In the case of my tank exchange, the coils 
were too long and too widely spaced to fit up into the somewhat smaller re- 
cess in the narrower tank. Switching coils from one machine to the other is, 
however, a simple matter which involves only minutes of work and shoul? not 
affect performance of either machine since the only apparent difference is in 
the outward physical dimensions of the coils themselves. 

A marked improvement in both appearance and handling was brought 
about when drag bars were substituted for the rather unwieldy *goat horn" 
configurations that came as stock equipment. An advocate of wide handlebars 
for over nineteen years, I have become completely sold on this narrower type. 
I should add that this recommendation is limited to road riding where one is 
bound to experience some improvement in handling characteristics. 

Comfort and appearance are served by the addition of buttonetuck, dia- 
mond pattern upholstery on the seat. Like many another, this custom item is 
subject to the need for some caution on the part of the buyer. For example, 
it is a good idea to check whether the buttons are held in place by strings 
pulled all the way through holes in the metal Seat plate. If so, they are likely 
to begin shearing off in a couple of weeks. Buttons which have been fastened 
beneath the fabric are better. The change to custom upholstery should cost 
no more than around $25 if you don't go super-fancy and the reward in person- 
al satisfaction will more than justify the expenditure. 

A purely-for-looks innovation is found in an easy, though significant, 
change in the rear shock absorbers. It is a simple matter to unbolt these 
(with the vehicle on the center stand, of course!), clamp them in a vise and 
remove: the half-moon clips which retain both covers and springs. The bottom 
covers were hacksawed and ground with a disc sander to a length of two 
inches, then reschromed. The springs, too, got the mirror treatment with a 
pay-off in good looks and no loss of performance or reliability. 

The only other alteration of a major nature involved substituting medium- 
length megaphones for the standard mufflers. While appearance is enhanced, 
there are a couple of distinct objections to this idea: First, if the removable 
plugs are left in place a horrendous mulch of backpressure will result with a 
consequent loss of engine performance. Second, if the plugs are removed, the 
Law -will exert what we might call a negative force on your finances. In the 
instance of these megs both obstacles were overcome by the insertion of 
machine-slotted tubing which is regularly used by muffler manufacturers as 
core material. It can be purchased from nearly any custom muffler maker at 
low cost, cut to size and driven in place after having been wrapped with soft 
glass matting available from boat shops. This Triumph wound up with a pair 
of good looking “straight-throughs” that produce an astonishingly low noise 
level without undue engine strangulation. 

The TR6 stands as a pleasing contrast of highly polished Ford Mustang 
red, pussy-cat black and sparsely distributed chrome. Color, of course, is a 
matter of choice, but this brand of red is both attractive and durable. Further- 
more, because it is a plain color — not metallic or “flake — it is considerably 
less costly to apply and infinitely easier to re-touch when chipping occurs. 

That stark, in-motion look isn’t exactly summed up in mere terms of 
substituting narrower tank, bars and so on. It seems best described as an 
accumulation of little things. The small (3%”) Yamaha looking glass, for 
example, with its mounting rod shortened to a minimum so as to avoid the 
awkwardness of a disc dangling in space. Another of these little things that 
add up is the shortened footpegs. The footshift, also shortened by about an 
inch, not only looks better, but achieves the convenience of more positive 
gear changing. Chrome-plated wing nuts which hold the license to its mount, 
while insignificant by themselves, seem to have contributed their mite to 
this bike's aura of sedate luxury. 

A; motorcycle is a kit...you re-make it to your own tastes if you want to 
risé above the ordinary and anyone with sufficient individuality to want to go 
“custom” will surely have an abundance of original ideas. There is beauty in 
simplicity, You too can discover that highly desirable middle-ground between 
* pure “stock” and purely overdone. — . escasa

Having just witnessed the 110-mile 
National at Greenwood I am prompted to 
write concerning what I feel amounts to 
a sad disregard to common sense rules 
of safety in the manner in which the pit 
stops were conducted. 

As I understand it, one pit stop for 


refueling was mandatory. The majority, 
if not all the riders, had gas tanks of 
sufficient capacity to ride non-stop. The 
result was mere lip service to the rule 
book by the pit crews. Most. of the riders, 
when they pitted, were given a cup full 
of gas and this was generally thrown at 
the gas tank filler opening, several 
riders not even completely stopping. No 
more than 5 or 6, of a field of over 40, 
bothered to use the regular filler can. I 
still wonder that one or more fires did 
not result with at time, gasoline literal- 
ly being thrown at the red hot engines. 
And all this was allowed under the 
"watchful" eyes of the referee and 
officials.

In this heat, there was another. unm- 
necessary occurence. Norm Bergquist 
went dowm in turn three, hitting the 
fence. He lay on the track severely in- 
jured for over fifteen minutes. When 
asked where the ambulance was, the 
reply was that there wasn't one. Neither 
of the ambulances had returned to the 
track since the Amateur crash. They had 
a relief ambulance there in the form of 


a station wagon. This would be OK if it 
was equipped to handle injured racers. 
This one was not. They were trying to 
lift this rider into the station wagon on 
ablanket. They finally brought a stretch- 
er. Who’s to blame? The referee? All 
this was bad enough until they arrived 
at the hospital. Babe DeMay went with 
this rider to the hospital and when they 
got there it was so poorly staffed that 
Babe had to help the doctor take the 
X-rays.

Pacific Raceway,Wash.

Before we left home, we had heard of the hospitality of the people of 

the Northwest ... but they far surpass what we've heard. They have really 
opened their homes and their hearts to us. 

Tony Schatz at Sea-Tac Cycle in Renton, Washington has been an 
angel to us. We came up with a few tuning problems and he provided us 
with parts and a top-notch tuner named Don Davidson and didn't even charge 
us. Don Shode's Auburn Suzuki Center in Auburn has been equally kind to 
other riders from Southern California, Steve Pederson and Al Leonard from 
Long Beach and Bob Bender of Arcadia. 

We met a man from Vancouver B.C. who insisted we stay with him when 
we race in his town...and we wiii. Really, the hospitality of these people 
completely overwhelms us! 

It would be difficult to find a more beautiful setting for a race track 
than Pacific Raceway. Just outside of the friendly little town of Kent, 
Washington the track is surrounded by huge stands of pine that perfume the 
air with freshness. The climate is superb, and the lofty evergreens keep the 
area cool while shielding the track from strong winds. What a pleasant 
change from some of our “Sahara Desert” atmosphere tracks! 

The course can be described as moderate to hi-speed with extremely 
tight, fast, blind, lowegear corners and lots of ups-and-downs ... giving an 
elevation change of as much as 75 feet. 

My son, Dave, gave me a tour of the course in a Dodge van with a gear- 
by-gear description following his line. WOW! Off the starting line you roar 
into a fast, right-hand sweeper even before you've had time to settle down 
then the track drops you into a fast down-hill stretch followed by a sharp 
right. A hard left then leads you into a blind stretch of fast, left-hand 
sweeper and a moderately fast uphill left. That * moderately fast left" sud- 
denly becomes a very fast right-hander that leads to a three-quarter mile 
straight and the start+finish line where you gather your wits about you for 
another go. At every event several riders find good use for the many strategi- 
cally placed escape roads. 

Several racers from Europe (England, France, Germany) and some from 
Canada said that the track is very much like many European courses, men- 
tioning in particular the famed Nuremberg Ring. (The “Ring” is a 14 mile- 
track in the German mountains built in the early thirties, now a favorite of 
top road racers.-Ed.) 

The competition in all classes of this AMA sanctioned sportsman race 
was very close. The winning Manx Norton was clocked at 132 mph and the 
winning Yamaha at 125 mph. Makes were well represented. Honda, Tohatsu, 
Yamaha, Bridgestone, Bultaco, Harley-Davidson, Triumph, Suzuki and 
Norton all had well-placed entries. 

The promoting club, Sea-Fair City Cycle Club, and the Ninety-Niners 
M.C. deserve a round of cheers for this well-run event. Many people com- 
mented on the efficiency of the organization and the.quality of the racing. 

The four Southland riders, Steve Pederson, Al Leonard, Bob Bender 
and my son Dave Smith, (who incidentally are all privateers) were each 
thanked personally for coming so far (like 1200 miles) to compete. We leave 
this lovely part of the country with six trophies and hearts filled with grati- 
tude and appreciation for everyone who has been so wonderfully kind and 
helpful. We can't thank these wonderful people enough for being so kind to 
out-of-state riders. 

Now we start loading up to invade Vancouver. Now starts the anxiety 
and wondering. What's the track line? What gearing? Is the tuning right? 
Only one way to find out ... Canada, here we come!

SCRAMBLIN 
AROUND 


By Maureen Lee 


We'd like to get on our little soap 
box again and deliver a little talk on 
the subject of our District 37 scrambles 
Starters, You often hear some bitter 
complaints about the way a club is 
handling the event, and one most often 
heard is that the riders don’t like the 
starter. 

О.К. Now let's face some facts. 
Some starters are pretty bad and some 
are actually bloody awful. You can come 
off the line with a fried clutch if you 
get one who likes to dawdle around a 
bit and look at you when you're all 
revved up and ready for the charge. 
Then there are others who tell you right 
off the bat, touch that white line and 
back you go! So — for all the good, bad 
(and bloody awful) starters, we'd like to 
Say a few words. 

First off, scrambling is first and al- 
ways an AMATEUR sport (and long may 
it remain that way). No money, no noth- 
ing, just a guy from a club taking time 
out to work at an often thankless job for 
the day. For that matter, over the years, 
we've had some unpopular starters at 
Ascot Park at times, so no one is 
immune. 

Second, some of the riders make a 
career out of trying to jump the gun, 
and take great delight into trying to 
buffalo the starter into giving them an 
advantage by allowing them those first 
few feet off the line. Some starters 
aren’t to be buffaloed, and if they get 
mad, they send the riders around for 
another try and put them into the back 
row if they try it again. Some riders 
almost become paranoid! 

Last Sunday, for instance, one guy 
jumped three times, so the starter 
waited until he was going back around 
and then let the pack go, leaving the 
eagermbeaver no recourse but to chase 
after them as they were all down into 
the sweeper by that time. Can you blame 
a starter for that? Nope! Sure, getting 
off the line is part of a racers skill that 
can give him a real advantage. Eddie 
Mulder is a master of the start but he 
doesn’t jump the flag. It’s a skill that 
must be leamed, including the doping 
out of a starter to see if he has any 
little mannerisms that will give him 
away. 

So, I guess the moral of this tale is 
that if you scream at a starter and the 
club, make sure that you're not at fault, 
and if he was really THAT bad, there's 
always the Competition Committee to 
talk to. 

Or, how about joining à club ( if you 
don't belong to one) and maybe work 
up to being the type of starter who 
never commits errors after standing on 
a line for hours in the broiling sun with 
row after row of exciting competition 
riders eager to get off? 

Or, how about every track owning, 
for the use of each promoting club, one 
of those great sets of lights that really 
help the starters get everyone off in 
good shape? We've seen them used, and 
it seems that they can work better than 
a human with a flag in his hand.

Also, plans are under way and dates are 
being made to start the fall and winter 
Moto cross season as soon as the fire 
hazard has passed. We've been assured 
by some of the local people in the 
Orange County area that some land will 
be made available to us for fall events
